Polio May Be 
Spread by 
Contact 


Little Rock, Sept. 7 —(/P)— The 


Arkansas state health department 
reported today that "a great deal 
of dence a c e u m u l a ting this 
year," indicates polio is spread 
by direct personal contact with 
persons harboring the disease. 


The information was contained 


in the department's 
weekly 
re- 


port, issued by Dr. A. M. Wash- 
burn, director 
of 
communicable 


disease control. 


The report said 
investigations 


made in one county at least, show 
two, 
three or more cases arising 


after exposure to a sick 
child, 


who at the time of exposure was 
not known to have polio. 


In several instances, the source 


case 
never developed 
paralytic 


polio, 
only 
a 
sore 
throat anc 


fever. 


The report said such mild 
or 


missed' cases 
make 
control of 


many infectious diseases, includ- 
ing polio, difficult. It added that 
public health authorities s t r e s s 
the need to keep 
well children 


away from sick ones to avoid un- 
necessary exposrue. 


The report also said that while 


polio has not existed in epidemic 
form in Arkansas this year, ex- 
cept in possibly one or two coun- 
ties, the number of cases report- 
ed each week has been consistent- 
ly slightly above the 
expectancy 


rate. 
There were 15 cases reported 


in the week ending Sept. 2. The 
total for the year is 186 while for 
the corresponding period 
during 


the 1949 epidemic, the total was 
757.
